South Melbourne knocks up a ton

SOUTH Melbourne 
recorded its 100th 
home win in the QUIT 
National Soccer 
League when it down- 
ed Sydney Olympic 
2-0 at Middle Park on 
November 5. 

The club is in the 
middle of the best-ever 
run of match results at 
home in the NSL history, 
and the second best ever 
by any club. 

Even the most success- 
ful club in QNSL history, 
mighty Marconi, cannot 
match South’s imposing 
home record. 

At the start of the 
season Marconi was still 
six victories short of the 
100 win milestone. 

What are the intang- 
ibles which make some 
clubs more successful on 
their home turf and why 
are others, like South 
Melbourne, virtually un- 
beatable on their own 
patches. 

South Melbourne's re- 
cord at Middle Park is 
truly imposing. 

f the current NSL 
teams only Marconi has 
anything close to even a 
50 percent record at 
Middle Park, having 
recorded five wins in 11 
visits. 

The likes of Melita, 
Blacktown and Apia have 
never won at the ground 
and other long-time NSL

Victorian director of 
coaching Tim White 
believes the Middle Park 
crowd isn't a factor. 

According to him, 
South Melbourne can 
thank its surface for the 
club's unusual territorial 
dominance. 

“It’s a sand-based 
ground, so that means 
there is always a smooth 
surface,” White told 
ASW. 


“South Melbourne has 
always been a very skilful 
side and the pitch down 
there allows them to play 
a very smooth style. 


“That's why South 
Melbourne always strug- 
gles at places like 
Wollongong, where the 
pitch is always such a 
good leveller.” 

For the record, South 
Melbourne’s _ overall 
home record is 100 wins, 
48 draws and 41 defeats in 
home league fixtures, a 65 
Percent success rating. 

South's unbeaten run at 
Middle Park now spans 
20 games. 

The run started in June 
1989, when South Mel- 
bourne snuck home and 
beat Apia 3-2, 

But the 19- game 
undefeated run, the 
second best in NSL 
history, is still seven 
games short the all-time 
record mark set by 
Sydney Croatia, 

Sydney Croatia went 
26 games without defeat 
at its Croatian Sports 
Centre home between 
1984, its first NSL season, 
and 1987. 

Following a round 27 
1984 defeat by Marconi, 
the Sydney Croatia side 
went through 26 games 
without loss at home until 
downed by Adelaide City 
in round 10 in 1987. 

Sydney Croatia is the 
only side in NSL history 
to boast two full seasons 
of competition without 
suffering a loss at home.

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PELE, the world’s 
greatest ever foot- 
baller, arrived very 
early last Wednes- 
day morning at 
Sydney’s Inter- 
national Airport, . 
from Italy via New 
York. 

He was immediately 
bombarded with questi- 
‘ons from a huge contin- 
gent of members of the 
electronic and print 
media. 

This was Pele's third 
trip Down Under. 

He first toured Aus- 
tralia in 1972 with the 
Brazilian club side, 
Santos. 

This was his only 
club, apart from when he 
went to America at the 
end of his career to play 
with the New York 
Cosmos, 

His last trip here was 
two years ago to help the 
ASF promote the Bicen- 
tennial Gold Qup. 

This time Pele was 
brought here by the Wel- 
don Publishing Compa- 
ay, who have the exclusi- 
ve world rights to ‘The 
Pele Albums’, a magnifi- 
cent sdouble 
volume that traces his 
entire career. 

Pele firstly flatly 
denied that he was 
interested in becoming 
president of his home co- 
uatry, Brazil, but clearly 
stated that he wanted to 
see the lot of Brazilians, 
especially children, im- 
proved. 

When questioned abo- 
ut FIFA’s intentions of 
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Pele faces the press at Sydney International Airport's VIP lounge. On

THE national Women’s Youth Championship will be moved from July to Septem- 
ber to make it easier to arrange international opposition, Australian Women’s 
Soccer Association executive director, Heather Reid, says. 

“We will be sticking with the present dates next season, but the championship will be held in 
September, 1992 with the aim of selecting and preparing a team for a tour the following July,” she 
said. 

Her comments came after national youth coach Jim Selby said it was difficult to motivate players 
who did not have specific targets. 

Selby, whose squad completed a five-day Australian Institute of Sport camp earlier this week, 
said all his players had been asked to fill out a questionnaire stating their aims and objectives in 
soccer. 

“The answers centred on wanting to make the senior side and to be part of the squad for the 1995 
World Cup — that is fine for the long term, but they also need some short-term goals to sustain 
them,” he sai 

Selby said it was noticeable the squad members had done little in the way of fitness work since 
the club season ended in mid-September. 

“If this camp had been for the purpose of making the final selections for a touring party there 
would have been greater incentives.” 

He had been astonished at the progress made by many of the players during the camp. 

“Tt is hard to believe the improvement has come in just five days — there would not be one 
person in the squad who is not a better player.” 

On the whole, female soccer players compared themselves unfavourably with sports such as 
swimming, tennis and athletics and the camp had helped to raise their self-esteem. 

Asked for the success stories of the camp, he named the ACT pair of Sacha Wainwright and 
Alex Focken, and Lisa Turnbull, Tracey Bartlett and Jane Hornsby, all from NSW.

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Continuous progress 
evident in Australian 
women’s football 


THERE has been a 
quiet revolution in 
‘women’s soccer in 
Australia since Steve 
Darby took over as 
national coach. 

Some positive de- 
velopments have been: 
® the national team was 
unbeaten in Japan, a 
country that is ranked 
third in Asia and which 
has a fully professional 
team; 
© the national team 
plays on a competitive 
basis against quality 
men’s teams; 
® two players have 
obtained professional 
contracts in Denmark; 
© three players have 


been offered the 
opportunity to play in a 
men’s league; 


© one player will be- 
come the first paid play- 
er-coach of a women’s 
team next year; 

© the national captain is 
employed as a full-time 
development officer by 
the NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation; 

© top coaches are doing 
sessions with the natio- 
nal squad. They include 
Eddie Thomson, Les 
Scheinflug, Raul Blan- 
co, Ron Smith, Steve 
O'Connor, Gary Cole 
and Tom Sermanni; 

The AWSA has a 
five-year national 
coaching plan which 
means quality level 3 
accredited coaches are 
racted to national 
teams — coaches such 
as Jim Selby and Chris 
James; ~ 
© members of the natio- 
nal squad have all 
undertaken the level 2 
coaching course; 
© members of the natio- 
nal squad have under- 
taken long term fitness 
programmes developed 
by the AIS and two 
players are considered 
to be of an elite male 
standard and six are of 
an elite female stan- 
dard. 

“I can't take credit 
for all these develop- 
ments and, in reality, 
the only thing that 
counts is performance 
on the pitch,” Darby 
said. 

“The players in the 

nal squad are a 
pleasure to work with. 

“They love the 
game, work hard and 
are making great im- 
provements in tech- 

que. 

“I treat them exactly 
the same as the ACT 
men’s team, which I 
also coached. 


Darby believes it is 
important he continues 
to coach quality men’s 
teams as this keeps him 
sharp as a coach. 

Two recent draws by 
the ACT against Charl- 
ton Athletic and an In- 
donesian side are testi- 
mony to this. 

“I coach the 
women’s national team 
almost on an honorary 
basis and it’s very times 
consuming if the job is 
done properly,” Darby 
said.

time in the evenings 
writing fitness pro- 
grammes and contacting 
players in person.” 

Darby acknowledges 
he is fortunate to have 
good staff around him. 

These include Dr 
Kieran Fallon, phy- 
siotherapist Andrew 
Young, and president 
Denis O’Brien, who has 
provided tremendous 
Support. 

Darby is convinced 
that if women’s soccer is 
to continue to develop, 
it must be run on a 
fessional basis at state 
level. 

“One only has to see 
the improvement in the 
running of NSW soccer 
since Kym-Maree Field 
took over,” he said. 

“The players are the 
true indication. of her 
work as they are en- 
thusiastic about their 
State and have gained in 
prestige and self- 
esteem.” 

Darby believes that 
while the AWSA should 
keep its own identity, it 
is economically and 
logistically sensible to 
forge close links at the 
state level with men’s 
soccer. 

“It would be great to 
Australia could 
re Italy, where the 
sides such as AC 
Milan have a female 
side which attracts 
crowds of 20,000 a 
game,” he said. 

“It would be an eco- 
nomic boost to clubs 
like Marconi if they had 
a serious, elite female 
side. 

“Raul Blanco at 
Melita Eagles deserves 
praise for starting this 
sort of initiative. 

“If you think of the 
long-term strategies for 
the game, if more 
women play and watch 
the game, the more like- 
ly it is they will encour- 
age their children to 
play. 

“And, 90 per cent of 
primary school teachers 
are female and the 
school is a major influ- 
ence in a child’s life. 

“If Miss says you 
should play soccer, then 
you've-a good chance 
you will, and we won't 
lose kids to league and 


tules.” 

Darby's reign as 
national coach ends 
following the first FIFA 
World Cup for women's 
teams in China. 

He believes the 
AWSA must im- 
mediately begin to iden- 
tify and groom a pool of 
accredited female 
coaches who have play- 
ed at national level, in 
order to have replace- 
ments ready to start the 
1995 campaign. 

He believes present 
national players with 
coaching ability, people 
such as McPhee, Tann, 
Oakley, Dodd and 
Sawyers, should be 
taken on as apprentices 
to national coaches so 
they may learn on the 
job. 


“We never stop 
learning,” Darby said. 
“Whenever the natio- 
nal squad goes into 
camp, I go in with 
Thommo, Lee and Raul 
and watch them work. 

“Everyone has their 
‘own coaching style, but 
it’s essential as a coach 
that you don’t stagnate. 

“You must be pre- 
pared to look at others. 

“I have recently 
done goalkeeping work 
with Jeff Olver, John 
Filan, Frank Talia and 
Steve Mautone. It's 
great being # goal- 
keeper as there is al- 
ways a willingness to 
share ideas. 

“Jeff showed me a 
couple of great practices 
which he copied from 
Brazil's Taffarel. 

“I then put his ideas 
into goalkeeping 
courses and have used 
some of them when 
working with the Joeys’ 
goalkeepers.”

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Soccer Registration Day 


THE Executive 
Committee of the 
NSWASF Ltd re- 
cently held a 
weekend seminar 
in order to identify 
any current prob- 
lems and to seek 
methods of over- 
coming these 
problems. 

At the same time, it 
was hoped that such a 
seminar in a “think 
tank” environment 
over an extended 
period would uncover 
new ideas for the 
further enhancement 
of Soccer. Minutes of 
major decisions taken 
at the seminar have 
already been circu- 
lated. 

One of the main 
causes of concern was 
a perceived overall 
drop in numbers and 
how this could be 
stopped. 

The outcome of dis- 
cussion on this impor- 
tant area was that, 
while there was no- 
thing that could be 
done about the rain 
and how this affected 
registrations, there 
Were a number of steps 
that could be taken to 
combat the other 
reasons identified for 
losses over and above 
everything already 
being done. 

The existing com- 
petitions, introduction 
of mini soccer and this 


years schools’ develop- 
ment programme will 
have already made a 
difference. 

Next year’s Kanga 
Cup will also be seen 
as a reason for people 
to become involved 
and remain involved 
with the code. 

We do, however 
need to do more to 
counteract the prom- 
otional activities of 
other sports. We are 
the biggest and should 
aim to stay that way. 

It is generally be- 
lieved that a lot more 
people want to play 
soccer than actually do 
but only the more 
committed or better 
organised players go to 
the trouble to find out 
when and where to re- 
gister.and organise 
photos etc. 

The more people 
that are aware of when 
and where to register, 
the more we will get. 
The easier we make 
this for them, the more 
people will register. 

The proposed pro- 
gramme for 199] is: 

1. Create one major 
Statewide Soccer Re- 
gistration Day where- 
by anyone anywhere 
can register on that 
day in as many loca- 
tions as possible. For 
this purpose the 
second weekend after 
students return to 
school in February 
1991 has been chosen 
ie. Saturday 9 Febru- 


ary 1991. Clubs may of 
course have as many 
other days as they wish 
but should ensure that 
this particular day is 
catered for. 

2. Combine local 

advertising normally 
done by each club into 
full page advertise- 
ments using benefits to 
save money for clubs 
yet provide more exp- 
osure and subsidised as 
much as possible by 
Associations and the 
State Body. 
- 3. Provide copy for a 
brochure to be pro- 
duced for distribution 
by clubs to all schools 
in their area. The 
brochure will contain 
local association details 
as well as space for in- 
dividual club informa- 
tion. Once again, by 
printing these in large 
numbers with amend- 
ments made to suit lo- 
cal requirements, con- 
siderable savings will 
be made and subsidies 
from Associations and 
the state body will re- 
duce this cost even 
further. 

4. Investigate the 

ibility of produc- 
tion of a colour cata- 
logue (similar to K- 
Mart etc) for distribu- 
tion to every house- 
hold if possible con- 
taining full detail of 
sponsors products and 
soccer information 
paid for by sponsors 
also announcing Soc- 
cer Registration Day, 


5. Use NSL matches 
and all soccer media 
for at least 2 weeks 
prior the registration 
day to promote it. 

6. Depending on the 
extend of subsidy re- 
quired by the state 
body for 1 to 5 above, 
investigate other 
promotions by the 
state body, including 
television advertising, 
radio advertising and 
all other forms of mass 
exposure aimed at 
awareness of Soccer 
Registration Day. 

7. Undertake a 
shopping centre pro- 
motion in as many 
areas as possible using 
NSL players in order 
to promote the Re- 
gistration Day. 

8. Slightly after the 
event but still early in 
the season, attempt to 
set up a soccer pavilion 
at the Easter Show to 
encourage interest and 
registrations. 

Resume the 
Schools Development 
Programme early in 
the year using NSL 
players to continue 
promotion,

Dresden. 

The Viktoria turned up again in 1980 and was 
Testored by the East German footballing federa- 
tion, before being dumped in the federation’s 
cellars. 

Officials discovered it again during a post- 
reunification clearout.

The United States is 
to host the 1994 com- 
petition, and the 1998 
cup will be most likely 
held in France.

FIFA defends 
its reforms 


FIFA secretary-general Joseph Blatter says 
the major aim of soccer’s governing body is 
to increase scoring, according to a published 


FIFA president Joao 
Havelange had sug- 
gested possibly chan- 
ging the game from two 
45-minute halves to four 
25-minute quarters, 
thus making its more 
appealing to US televi- 
sion and its advertisers. 

“Soccer is a perfect 
product for the televi- 
sion as it has a fixed 
duration, that’s two 
periods of 45 minutes 
each. 

“We are not going to 
change this positive 
aspect in the next few 
years and not certainly 
in the World Cup in the 
States,” Blatter said. 

He also said he was 
against the organisation 
of a European soccer 
league for clubs, sug- 
gested by AC Milan, 
Marseille and Real 
Madrid presidents. 

“Such a super league 
would mean the death 
of national leagues. 
With the super-tourna- 
ment on television, fans 
would not go to the sta- 
diums. 

“Soccer needs 
Supporters near the 
playing ground, also in 
amateur games, other- 
wise it dies.” 

And Blatter denied 
accusations by Argen- 
tine and Napoli super- 
star Diego Maradons | 
that the World Cup 
draw had been fixed. 

“Soccer draws are the 
easiest and most trans- 
parent operation,” Blat- 
ter said.

A floodtide of talent had been building up behind the dam creating a near- 
inflexible policy on transfers to the West. 

Only the most loyal of national team veterans — such as Ilie Balaci and 
Rodion Camataru — were granted the favour of a transfer permit. 

They have been followed, since the World Cup finals, by no fewer than 10 
star names.
